PRAISES JAP HOSPITAL WORK. 


American Surgeon Gives Result of His 
Observations Among the Wounded 
in the Mikado’s Army. 


€HBFOO, Aug. Louis L. Seaman, 
a spécialist in military surgery, who has seen 
much of the Japanese hospitals and who has 
been with the Chunchuses, or Chinese 
bandits, near Mukden, has arrived at Chefoo. 
He gives some interesting observations on 
the Japanese method wa treating wounded 
men. 

He says that the Japenese are giving proof 
ot the benefits to be derived from the non- 
interference with wounds on the field, where 
they content themselves with the application 
of first aid bandages and antiseptics, leaving 
the more serious work to be done = the hos- 
pitals at home. 

This course is followed except where there 
is danger of the wounded man bleeding to 
death or where his condition is precarious.

Deaths Only 8 Per Cent. 

On one hospital ship returning to Japan 
from the front there were 2,200 wounded 
men, and there was not a single death on 
board during the trip. Three per cent will 
cover all the deaths among the wounded who 
have been returned to Japan after having re- 
ceived firet aid treatment oni}. 

If the Japanese soldier is not killed outright 
the chances are that he will recover. 
temperate habits and his plain and healthful 
diet of fish and rice, varied occasionally with 
meat, contribute much to his recovery. :

C. H. Spencer wired from Winniper: The 
grain trade of the northwest appears to be 
in a state of panic over the developments 
of damage to the growing crop in the last 
few days. Do not think any one can tell how 
serious it is at this time, but it is evident 


to me from what I have seen this mo ig, in 
‘a distance of 150 miles traveled by daflight, 


something is wrong with the late wheat, 
which probably represents 75 per cent of the 
crop. There is no doubt there is enough 
known damage to make the crop a short one, 
and of doubtful quality, and if Europe takes 
fright, prices are likély to have a sensational 
advance, perhaps to $1.50. I think corn will 
sell at 60c, and can’t see how we can have 
low prices on any kind of foodstuffs with the

W. H. Lake, who is traveling with Spencer 
and others over the Burlington, wired from

A more cheerful view of the northwest 
situation is taken by Brenner of the Anchor 
Grain company, with a line of elévators 
who said yesterday: 
“I have just made careful inquiry of my | 
agents concerning the much heard of claims 
of 25 per cent damage, and they confirm 
them. But when I asked what they thought 
the average yield is they said 18 bu. The 
trouble with these claims is that they ex- 
pected a perfect crop from early indica- 
tions, and it will take a good deal of de- 
terioration to cut-the crep down below last 
year.

The 
Gemand disclosed a rising tendency in cloth- 
ing, silks, and cotton goods, and, notwith- 
standing smaller city needs, sales were large 
in groceries and canned goods on heavier 
country requirements. Retail trade main- 
tained a fair level, with a better tone in the 
fashionable goods, Mercantile collections 
were prompt on the outside, but a trifle slower 
on cfty bills, and defaulte decreased.

NB would suppose that there was not 
much more that was new to be said 
about the duke of Wellington, but 
one would then reckon without the 
late George Robert Gleig, whose per- 
sonal reminiscences of the iron duke, edited 
by his daughter, are about to be published 
by Messrs. Scribner. The book is dedicated 


by Miss Gleig to the present duke of Well- 


ington. Mr. Gleig was chaplain general to 
her majesty’s forces, and it was in his mit- 
tary rather than clerical relations that he 
met the duke of Wellington. The first time 
he saw this famous man was in September, 
1818. The duke was then 46 years of age. 
“ His countenance was animated; his keen, 
clear, violet colored eye full of intelligence, 

hair was beginning to show the slightest 

of gray, but not so much as to detract 
in the slightest degree from the youthfulness 
‘of his general appearance. He was dressed 


in a light gray frock coat (he always wore - 


gray when there was a chance of active 
work, the color being more conspicuous from 
afar than blue), a cocked hat, low in the 
crown, without a plume, and covered with 
ollskin.. A pair of black leather leggings, 
fastened at the sides and reaching half way 
up the calf, protected his legs, and he wore 

@ light steel mounted saber, without any 

It seems that Mr. Gleig was the author of 
a series of papers called The Subaltern,“ 
published anonymously in Black wood's mag- 
azine, and later in book frm. The duke of 
Wellington read these papers and expressed 
much pleasure in them. Some time later it 
was proposed that Mr. Gleig should write a 
military Mfe of the duke of Wellington, and 
to this end he came much in contact with 
the duke. Many letters passed between 
them, some of which are quoted in this vol- 


ume. 


Every one who has visited London knows 
Apsley house, the town residence of the 
duke of Wellington, at Hyde Park corner; an 
imposing pile of masonry, but beyond its 
size unpretentious in appearance. Mr. Gleig 
tells us that the duke spent £90,000 or there- 


| abouts to make it what it is, an extremely 


comfortable though scarcely a palatial 
abode.” Nearly $500,000 spent on comforts 


for a house already built must, I should say, 


make it one of the most comfortable in 


| London. The duke was his own architect 


and introduced certain pecullarities. For 
example, stabling approached by a sort of 
tunnel, passed under the house, and a hall 


| pitched at a level “which left no room for 


Canova’s colossal statue of Napoleon, ex- 
cept in an out of the way corner under the 
main staircase. 

The duke’s country place, Strathfieldsaye, 
was the gift of a grateful nation, the price 
paid being £500,000. The lord chancellor, the 
chancellor of the exchequer, and the speaker 
of the house of commons were the trustees 
appointed to look after this property, the con- 
ditions under which it wes — being string- 


ent. 

Among the duke’s retinue at Strathfieldsaye 
was a clergyman by the name of Briscall, 
whose habits are described as eccentric, 
though his manners wereagreeable. He had 
a nervous fear of infection and could not 
bring himself to visit a dying parishioner, no 
matter what the disease might be. He dined 
every day at the big house whenever the duke 
was in residence, and with the same reguilar- 
ity if the duchess were there alone. The poor 
man was always in debt and ready at any mo- 
ment to give a note of hand in exchange fora 
loan. In an evil hour for himself he borrowed 
$500 from the duke, giving him a note of hand 
payable in six months. Thesix months came 
around, but the payment did not, nor did the 
clergyman ever offer an explanation for his 


delay. The duke took no open notice of the 


matter, but treated him after with marked 
coldness, although he remained in the rectory 
and dined, as usual, day after day with the 
lord of the manor, though the latter took no 
more notice of him at table than if he had not 
been there. Mr. Gleig relates this as an il- 
lustration of the duke’s character. 

A kinder or more considerate host than the 


great duke of Wellington, he says, could not 


be. “ He made you at home in the happiest 
manner possible by leaving you throughout 
_the greater part of the day to take care of 
“yourself, and making it optionalbwhether you 
would or would not join any combined excur- 
sion that might be proposed.” His cook was 
a Frenchman who had once been in the serv- 
ice of Napoleon L, which would seem to be 
the sarcasm of destiny. The duke’s wines

George IV. winced a little 
for a moment, being sensitive on that head, 
but he soon recovered himself and laughed 
aloud, the whole party. as in duty bound,

The duke of Wellington is reported to have 
said that Napoleon was the greatest general | 
that ever appeared at the head of a French 
army and that the duke of Marlborough was 
the greatest man that ever appeared at the 
head of a British army. | 

It is curious to read of Lady Burdett-Coutts 
as among the friends of the duke of Wel- 
lington.
